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Defense Force 
Of 654,000 Now 
Planned For U.S. 


Conferees Agree Upon All Provis- 


ions Urged By "Big Army" Men 
—Private Soldiers To Be Given 
Instructions In Trades. 


WASHINGTON, MAY 13—A de 


fense force in time of peace of t!34.- 
000 men today was proposed in the 
army bill which senate and house con- 
ferees reported to both branches ol 
congress after several weeks' confer- 
ence. 


Tho a compromise, the measure in- 


cludes all the prousions urged bj 
"big army" men except the "feden.1 
reserve." With both chairmen urging 
its passage, action is expected Mon- 
day. 


The defense force will consist ot 


an army of regulars totaling in all 
its branches 206,000 men in time ot 
peace and 488,000 National Guards- 
men—800 for each senator and repre- 
sentative. 


Can Take Over Plants 


There will albo be specific potter re- 


served to the government, in time ol 
war to take over any manufacturing 
plant in the county to make munitions, 
and a board of two civilians and three 
officers, appointed by the president, is= 
provided to investigate the proposition 
of the government making its own sup- 
plies. This board must report by Jan. 
uary 1, 1917. 


.Twenty million dolars is appropria- 


ted for the government nitrate plant 
for the extraction of nitrates from the 
air as a basis for munitions making. 
The surplus may be sold for fertilizer. 
This plant is to be operated exclusive- 
ly by the government on a site to be 
picked by the president. 


Training In Trades 


Private soldiers arc to be given 


training in trades uj officers while in 
service, but no definite number ol 
hours a month is set. 


They are to serte seven years, either 


active or in the reserves, but they 
may, if competent soldiers, be dis- 
missed from active service'at the end 
of one year on recommendation of 
their captain. 


Army bands must not compete with 


civilian bands, nor must soldiers in 
any way compete for a livelihood out- 
side the army with civilians. 


A provision making unlawful the 


ejection of soldiers from public places 
on account of their uniform was 
knocked out of the bill. 


Add Officers 


The reorganized army will consist 


of 65 regiments of infantry, 2-"i regi- 
ments of cavalry, 21 regiments of field 
-artillery, seven regiments 
of engi- 


neers; 30,000 men in the coast artil- 
lery, two mounted battalions of engi- 
neers, 5773 scouts, 6409 men in the

Is Assassinated 


BERLIN, MAY 12—Gregory Ras- 


putin, the Russian monk who is re- 
puted to have exercised great influ- 
ence over Emperor Nicholas, has been 
assassinated, according 
to reports 


from Petrograd received in Bucuhar- 
est. says the Overseas News Agency. 


Gregory Rasputin, the mystic monk 


whose bidding the czar it was said 
feared to refuse, played an important 
role In Russia. 


His rise from peasant priest to con- 


fidant of the most absolute monarch 
of all Europe was miraculous. Pos- 
sessed of v strange, almost uncanny, 
power, he began his career in the pas- 
toral hills around Tomsk. Thru pre- 
lates he obtained the entree to of- 
ficial circles. 


He Ruled The Czarina. 


Gossip had it that he wielded almost 


an hypnotic power over the czarina, 
and thru her dictated to the czar. He 
even selected ministers, Naumoff, inin 
ister of agriculture, was one of his 
selections, as was Stuermer, the pre- 
mier. 


Church dignitaries, jealous of his 


power, and politicians fearing his In- 
fluence, tried to have him banished. 
But he held his own thru the most sub- 
tle intrigue in all Europe. 


Nearly two years ago a woman 


tried to kill him to "put an end to 
the awful evil wrought by him in 
Russia by his impostures under the 
guise of a phophet." 


She declared "he enjoyed absolute 


immunity and had openly and without 
conscience ruined the lives 3Mf young 
girls."
